Judge Archbald's wlfo watched tho 
noting on tho thirteen counts from 
ho senalo gallery and remained till 
the end although the first vote told 
her that her husband had been 
stripped of his Judicial robes. His 
Bon. Robert W. Archbald. Jr.. who has 
acted as his counsel, sat on. tho floor 
of tho Bonato apparently unmoved 
through the long session. Archbald 
I himself fumed and fretted In a com- 
mltteo room on tho gallery floor. Ho 
■was utterly crushed when he learned 
the extent of tho verdict against hira 
and retiring to hla home, refused to 
Bee or talk with anyone. 

Tho scene as Uio senatorial Jury 
■waa delivering lU verdict was as Im- 
pressive as It waa unusual. One by 
one the senators rose In their places 
as their names were called and an- 
swered "guilty" or "not guilty." 
Somo of them Bpoko In very low 
tonea. All wore apparently affected 
by the Boleranlty of the occasion. 
i The overwhelming vote against 
AYdbbald on the flrat count, which 
had to do with tho coercion of the 
Erie railroad to enter Into n contract 
-with him tor the purchase of a culm 
"bank, was sufHclent to eatabllab tho| 
-fate of tho respondent. A conviction 
-on any of the five counts meant re- 
snoval from the bench. 
> On this count Senators Bumham, 
Tenroso. Oliver. Payntor and Catron 
were tho only members of the senate 
•who voted to support Archbald. All 
tho rest. Including Root, Crane and 
Smoot, the senate representatives of 
tho president who placed Archbald on 
the commerce court, were constrained 
by tho force of the evidence to vote 
against him. , 

• A difference of opinion as to the 
■degree of culpability saved him from 
conviction on eight counts, but so 
profound was the belief of tho sena- 
tors In his unfitness that they visited 
on him tbo severest penalty In their 
power, when, after a brief secret aes- 
slon. they fixed punishment by resolu- 
tion. 

■ The houBO prosecuting committee, 
led by Representatives Clayton ot 
Alabama and Sterilng of Illinois, 
whoflo energetic prosecution of the 
^ case resulted la the present humlllat- 
■Jng conviction, sat without a change 
of expression through the afternoon. 
Senator O'Gorman ot New York 
-when tho Inst vote was taken moved 
that It be ordered by the senate that 
Judge Archbald bo removed from tho 
bench and forbidden over to hold of- 
fice of profit or honor under tho gov- 
ernment. Oliver ot Pennsylvania, 
who, with his colleague. Penrose, had 
voted to support Archbald. a Pennsyl- 
vania man. moved that this resolution 
bo divided.

THREE DEAD; 13 HURT IN FIRE 



Firemen Confident Many Lost Their 

Lives of Whom No Trace Will 

Ever Bo Found.

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San FranclBCO. Jan. 11. — Three 
known dead and thirteen more or leas 
seriously Injured, some of them fatal- 
ly completes the list of known casual- 
ties in a lodging house fire, which 
wept neariy a block of territory ly 
on the north side of Howard 
street between East and -Stewart 
streets hero Thursday. 

•Hie buiidlnga dealroyed wero the 
Maritime and San Pedro lodging, 
houses/ both flimsy two-story frame 
Btructures, given over to tho trade of 
the men of tho sea. 

Three narrow exlU from the two 
buildings wero the only means of 
escape tho lodgers had from the blaz- 
ing boxes of death and the army of 
firemen searching In the ruins for 
bodies are confldent many lost their 
Uvea of whom no trace will ever bo 
found. 



STRIKERS IN BLOODY RIOTS 



Garment Workers Clash With 
Union Employe* and Many Are 
Seriously Injured. 



New York, Jan. 13.— Several clBshea 
hetween strikers and strlko-breakerB. 
marked by bloodshed and many a^ 
restB occurred In the atriko of tho 
garment workora Friday. Several 
thousand recruits- were added to the 
number of tho revoltora. 

More than a hundred Btrlkera. non- 
union employes, detectives and police- 
men had a free-for-all flght eariy In 
the day In front of the factory of the 
Star Knee Pants company. In La Fay- 
ette street. Patrick Cartonne, a union 
picket, waa Blashed with a razor and 
his on the head with an Iron bar 
and a dozen of the combatanta re- 
ceived minor injuries. 



Washington. Jan. 13.— WhlU. exam- 
Inlng George F. Uaker Friday the 
house money trust investigating com- 
mittee struck a snag when It tried to 
trace tho joint operation of Mr. Ba- 
ker with J. P. Morgan In tho handling 
of issues of sccuritlea by rallroada 
and Industrial corporatlona. aa well 
aa the'' Joint Interest ot the two men 
In banks and trust companies in New 
York and throughout the country. 

Mr. Untermyer asked Mr. Baker If 
ho could supply a atatoment pf the 
acounts by which the First National 
bank jointly with other Inatltutlons 
bandied through syndicates lasues of 
aecuritlea. The witness said his coun- 
sel had advised him that to demand 
this information, was beyond tho pow- 
ers of the committee. The facts were 
not known In detail by tho comptrol- 
ler of tho currency and ho believed

A long conferenco between Mr. Ba- 
ker, Flahor, A. Baker and former Sen- 
ator John C. Spooner.hls counacl, end- 
ed with a request that tho question 
be passed to allow counael to consid- 
er tho legal phases. 

A statement ol tho deposlta of the 
First National bank was placed on 
record. Mr. Baker said he believed the 
average depoalts wore about ^lOO.OOO.- 
000. On November 1 tho bank had HD 
accounts with balances of J29.676.- 
227.44. 

Mr. Untermyer went back to Mr. Ba- 
ker's opposition to tho publicity of 
bank aaaeta. but ho waa unable to 
shake tho Hnancler's attitude. 

Mr. Baker teatlflcd that the securi- 
ties turned over by the First National 
bank to the First Securitloa company 
wero largely of companies In which he 
was a director or a voting trustee. Mr. 
Untermyer tried In vain to have him 
testify that tho First Securities com- 
pany ond tho First National bank were 
operated practically as a single con- 
cern. 

Mr. Baker, In concluding bis testi- 
mony before the committee, denied 
the existence of a money trust, but 
admitted that the safety of the prea- 
ent financial situation depended on 
the poraonnol of a^few iilon. Ho said 
ho thought further combination \vould 
be dangerous. Ho regarda Morgan aa 
a great general. 

Declaring that the Vrceland-Aldrich 
plan for the revision of the money Sya- 
tem would clinch Wall street's control 
of tho country for the next 50 years.

Adoption of Femald Conacrlptlon 
School Urged ai Remedy for Do- 
cay of the Empire— WIN Meet 
■ Social Need In Empire. 

Berlin, Germany.— Con BcrlpUon for 
women — or rather ,for glrla — Is the 
latest of tho great reforms which Ger- 
many promises , tho world.- 

A heated debate bos been raging on 
tho subject Scores of dlaUngulehed 
Germans llko Field-Marshal Von der 
Goltz, ei-Mlnlster of Education Von 
Moeller. .Prof. O, Wltzol. tho woman 
novelist; 0r. Martha Gauthe, all fa- 
vor tho project, while it la opposed 
by a great many others. Including tho 
whole social democratic party. 

Tho problem is well within tho 
range of practical politics, and were 
It not for the unceasing financial 
need of Germany It would probably 
bo carried out within a few yeara. 

What form exactly conscription for 
women will take la still under dispute. 
A few zealous — mostly suffragettes — 
seriously propose that women be 
trained to- fight in war. A much larg- 
er clasa — among them Von der Goltz 
— want women organized Into compa- 
iilfcs and battaliona, and drilled and 
dlaclpllned on military principles, but 
conflned, as far as duties go, to army 
tailoring, army cooking and alck nur- 
alDg. 

The women's army would bo an ad- 
junct to the men army, and all the 
males of the nation would bo freo to 
flght their country's battlea. 

Neither of, these schemes Is likely 
to win. Tho proposal most seriously 
backed Is that women shall be drilled 
and dlaclpllned on military lines for 
tho sake of physique and character 
formation, but that they ahall leam. 
nothing except . purely domestic *du- 
Uea. 

Juat aa men are trained to serve 
In time of war, women would be 
tralncd-to serve In time of peace, 
trained to make better wives, better 
mothers, better housekeepers, citizens 
and social workers. They would be 
taken at the ago ot eighteen or twen- 
ty, | drafted into barracks, and for a 
year or perhaps two taught by the 
state on aclentlflc lines all the func- 
tions' of womankind. 

Women's conscription would thus 
meet a social need. The need la 
proven by the decline tn the birth 
rate, which baa fallen, in thirty-five 
years from 42 per 1,000 to only 30. 

"That," says Von der Golta. "^ia 
proof of the decay of Germany." ' 

The femalo conscription school ar^ 
gue that In Germany tho stnto 'alwaya 
thinks its function It to flght nation- 
al evils; therefore, th» stato muBt not 
shrink from attacking' tlio evil of "tho 
dowomanlzing of, womanhood." 

If the natural woman Is dying out. 
tho state naiiat replace her with the 
stato made woman. "The woman con- 
script is the ideal of modem Ger- 
many." ' 

So far the; most detailed scheme of 
■female fConscrlptlon baa been worked 
out by 'Dr. Kurt Lomaun, an ex-oCQclal 
and privy councilor. Lomann la a 
competent authority on organization. 
Hei Btandu. strongly for the barracks 
systeiu. 

Kvery girl of eighteen, If not an ac- 
tual Invalid, la to enter tho barracks 
for a year. Good character should be 
the only quallflcatlon. because tho 
idea should be circulated that train- 
ing by the state Is an honor, not a 
punishment ^ 

' The barracka would cost £22,000,* 
000. This would bobao the 260.000 
girls who would reach coiiBorlpt aro 
every year. Probably '250 barracks, 
each housing 1,000, woOld be tho best 
distribution. Conacrlptlon barracks 
would bo under tho chargo of ma- 
trons: no, men would bo employed. 
Also thoro would be no servants. All 
work, including gardening and tho dla- 
poBal of rubblah, as well as the secre- 
tarial and accountancy work, would 
bo performed by tho girls themselvoB.

Husband Pleads Guilty. Blaming 

Christmas Spirit, but Spouse Insists 

It Must Have Been "Spirits." 

New York. — ^When a man goes so 
fa^" as to hail his own wife on the 
street as "dearie" or "sweetheart," tho 
offending husband ought to be haled 
to court. 

Whatever other women's opinions 
may be about this, Mrs. Anna McDon- 
aid conaldered It her duty to do ao. 
with the reault that John S. McDon- 
ald found hlmaelf trembling before a 
police magistrate. 

Behind him stood a policeman and 
tho complaining wife determined to 
aeo Justice done. "He ought to know 
better." she declared. "He Is forty- 
one years old." 

"I don't know why I did It," the 
husband pleaded. 

The magistrate could not see that 
tho husband's greeting was a crime. 

DR. ELIOT DECRIES CREEDS 

For Unlverelty Head Says tho Heath- 
en World la Not Interested In 
Trinity or Atonement 

Boston.— Dr. Charlea W. Eliot, for- 
mer president of Harvard, addressed 
tho Channing club of Unitarian Min- 
isters, telling thorn of tho religion 
which ho believed tho world wants. 

He said ho did not believe that man 
was altogether bom In sin. as the 
English church prayer book stated 
It That ho called "a most horrible 
doctrine." 

"I bollovo In good works," ho aald. 
"Work along the lines of tho Provi- 
dent Society of Boston. and associated 
charities constitutes my belief In per- 
sonal salvation. To do work along 
social lines Is necessary. Wo want to 



get more vigor and rltallty In good 
works. I do not believe In hell, or, as 
the Baptists are now calling It, 'tho 
underworld.* 

"You cannot go to the Chinese or 
Japanese with your doctrines that 
aro mere traditions. Take the doc- 
trine of Justification by faith, or tho 
atonement or- tho doctrine of tho 
Trinity, etc. These are not acceptable 
to the Chlneso or Japaneae minds. 
They find more In Confucianism or 
Buddhism than In this teaching. But 
tell tho heathem Chinese that yon be- 
lieve in good works, and that you do 
not accept the inferiority of women, 
and ho then listens to you. 

"The heathen world does not want 
a creed. The Apostles Creed Is good 
as far aa It goea, but It does not go 
far enough, say many Chinese and 
Japanese teachers."

SECRET OF HEALTH 



Hale. Scotchman Tells How to 
Pass Century Mark. 



Leslie Fraeer Duncan, Age Ninety- 
two, a Resident of London, De- 
clares People Eat Too Much — He 
Lives on Two Meals a Day. 



I-ondon, — Tho secret of health and 
long life Is two meals a day. That 
has always been my rule, and"— as If 
to clinch the matter— "I'm the tallest 
Scotchman In Ixindon-^slx feet six 
inches in my socks I" 

"Leslio. Frasor Duncan, ninety-two, 
with flowing whlto board and a face 
glowing with health, thus gave the so- 
crot of bis vigor. 

^ ''I began It aa a boy," ho said. 
"From when I was five years old. at 
my birthplace near Elgin, I used to 
walk all miles to school and six miles 
back, every doy for twelve years- 
just 400.000 miles In all— and that was 
on two meals a day. At eight In tho 
morning 1 breakfasted on porridge, 
milk and barley scones. Then I had 
nothing till about eight In the ovo- 
ning, when I had moro porridge or 
broae. On that faro I grew to bo six 
feet tall at sixteen, strong and hearty, 
and nojv I am six feet alx inchoa. 

"In 1845 I came to London, and all 
through a busy career of flfty years 
I worked twelve . and fifteen hours n 
day. Now I get up at noon, and my 
Invariable diet, on which I hope to 
pass the century., for I am well and 
hoppy, is: . 

1 "One o'clock— Breakfast. three 
boiled eggs, teo^ and throe slices o^ 
tiiln broad and butter. 

"Two o'clock— aiaaa of milk, 

"Four o'clock— aioBS of milk. 

"Five o'clock— Tea. one boiled egg. 
tea and thin bread and butter. 

"Eight o'clock— Dinner, one boiled 
ogg and thin breod and butter. \^ 

"I have not tquched moat for seven 
years, and I did not eat it until I. was 
twenty. I never smoked, except for a 



year when I was a young man In Edin- 
burgh, and I have rarely touched al- 
cohol. For years my drinking has 
been confined to four glasses of cham- 
pagne a year — ono on my birthday, 
one on my wife's birthday, ono on 
Christmas 'day, and one on New Year's 
day^ 

"It Is true that my business career 
was conflned to the days before mod- 
ern rush, and I have never used a tel-* 
ephone; but It is over-eating, not rush, 
that ages men. They tell mo that 
they feel old at flfty— and then I find 
they eat five meals a dayl"

PAUCES ON PERU PLATEAU 

Explorer Tells of Burled Inca City 
Uncovered In Jungle — Had Trou- 
ble with Offlc^Als. 

New York.— Prof esBoi^ Hiram Bln^ 
ham. head ot the Yale Peruvian ex- 
pedition, which has been conducting 
archaelogical exploration work In tho' 
interior of Peru, reached New York 
I with other members of the party from 
Colon. 

Professor Bingham, said the explo- 
ration was conducted chiefly at Machu 
PIcchu, the buried Inca city, discov* 
ered on tho previous expedition, which 
atanda on a plateau ' surrounded by 
precipices two thousand feet In height 
Tho jungle was cleared away and 
more than one hundred burial caves 
wore discovered/ Bulna of baths, 
houseB and palaces also were laid 
barer and practically tho entire city 
uncovered. Profesaor Bingham added 
that the Jungle will soon cover them 
again, unless stops are taken by- the 
Peruvian government to keep -:them 
open. ■

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ARGENTINA AS A LEADING FACTOR IN 

THE INTERNATIONAL BEEF TRADE 




An Araentlne-Bred Shorthorn Bull That Would rind Favor in the Show 

RIngi of Any Country.

Argentina now outranks tho United 
States with respect to tho surplus of 
beof produced. So marked has been 
tho development of this trade that tho 
attention of the entire world has 
boon called to Argentina as a rapidly 
growing and exceedingly " Important 
factor In the world's supply of beof. 
For many years the United States of 
North America was the chief factor In 
tho export trade of this, commodity, 
and an especially Important factor 
because supplying beef of high qual- 
ity. Today the Argentine nopubllc 
must bo looked upon as tho moat Im- 
portant factor In tho world's market 
as regards tho amount of surplus hoof 
sold; and, furthermore, tho quality of 
her beef product Is fast Improving, 

Notwithstanding tho embargo 
against importation of llvo cattle from 
Argentine into Great Britain which, 
on account of foot-mouth disease, has 
been In force slnco 1900 (except a 
short period in 1003), aggregate ex- 
ports of cattle and beef from Argen- 
tina have risen from $8,000,000 in 
1900 to ?24,O0O,OOD In 1904 and ?29,. 
000,000 In 1910, while corresponding 
figures for tho United States were 
168.000,000 In 1900. $72,000,000 In 
1905, and $21,000,000 in 1910. 

la confining this discussion to tho 
production of cattle in Argentina, the 
writer does not overlook other possi- 
ble sources of beof In South America, 
such as Uruguay. Brazil, Bolivia, Par- 
aguay; Venezuela, and possibly others 
which, with the exception of Uruguay 
and parts of Brazil, are only partially 
exploited. Operations In Argentina 
may bo takaa.afl a type and Indicative 
In a general way of tho development 
which Is likely to follow In other coun- 
tries. Argentina la and will remain for 
some time to come the largest pro- 
ducer and most Important single fac- 
tor in tho export trado in beef from 
South America, 

With only 29,000.000 cattle, as com- 
pared with 71.000,000 In the United 
States. Argentina is in a position to 
maintain her export trado In' beef by 
reason of tbo small population (7,000.- 
000), and consequently limited domes- 
tic consumption of beef In that coun- 
try.

HOW CARCASS BEEF 
IS CUTAND SOLD 

BY, PROF. L. D. HALL, 
Unlveraity of llllnolt. 
About ono-half of the supply of fresh 
beef sold In wholesale markets la car- 
cass beof (sides and quarters). The 
two sides or halves of a carcass are 
termed a "cattle." In tho right or 
"oloBod" side tho Inner surface of tho 
kidney fat Is attached to tho loin while 
in the left or "open" side It Is free and 
a portion of the "skirt" (diaphragm) 
extends to the tenth rib, forming tho 
I'hanging tenderloin." Beef carcasses 
contain 13 pairs of ribs. It Is custom- 
iry to number them from the neck 
backward. The two sides are nearly 
equal in weight, but tho open one Is 
often one per cent, the heavier. When 
sides are sold separately no dlscriraln- 
[ntlon In price Is mado between rights 
and lofts. 

Sides aro quartered or "ribbed" be- 
tween tho twelfth and thirteenth ribs 
when taken from the ohlllroom either 
for shipment or local delivery, except 
Ipxport and "Boston" cattle, which are. 
ut between the tenth and eleventh 
lbs. Tho quarters are called "fore" 
nd "hinds'." In shipping and export 
rade', the four corresponding quarters 
re regarded as a carcass of beef; 
at Is, they are sold as "straight cat- 
e" rather than miscellaneous sides 
quarters. In "car-route" and local 
ty trade carcass beef Is to a conaid* 
bio extent handled as separate 
ores" and "hinds." 
Regular hlndquartera contain 47 to 
per cent of tho carcass weight and 
ea 61 to 63 per cent. In "ex- 
rts" . the quarters are practically 
al In weight Hinds ar& quoted 
ut 26 per cent higher than foroa in 
cold months and up to 40 per cent, 
her In summer.

production In Argentina takes placo in 
the future wilt depend largely upon 
marked conditions. In tho United 
States, on tho other hand, n rapidly 
growing population of 92,000,000 ren- 
ders It doubtful whether our produc- 
tion of beef will equal our demand, 
unless a rapid expansion of tho cattle- 
ralslng Industry occurs In tho near fu- 
ture, which Is improbable. 

It Is evident, therefore, not only that 
the condition and posBlblilties of beef 
production In Argentina have a vital 
bearing upon our beef trade In for- 
eign markets, but also that the repub- 
lic even may become a competing fac- 
tor in tho beof supply of our own coun- 
try. Recognizing tho "Importance of 
this factor, the author, on beholf of 
this oxperiment station, made a thor- 
ough investigation and personal In- 
spection of the beet cattle Industry In 
Argentina, upon which the following 
statements aro based. 

Cattle raising for feed in Argentina, 
especially In the temperate zono, is a 
much more favored industry than In 
the United States. Tho climate 
makes It possible for the entire llfo of 
cattle to bo spent out of doors without 
shelter, and generally without shade of 
any kind. Alfalfa grows most luxu- 
riantly, and tho suitability of a very 
large acreage for the growth of that 
crop and of other nutritious Indigen- 
ous and Introduced legumes and 
grasses, together with cheap laud and 
labor, makes It possible to produce 
beef cheaply. To any one unacquaint- 
ed with tlio possibilities of the coun- 
try, the degree of fatness which the 
oatllo acquire on grass or alfalfa alone 
Is a marvet Com feeding as a sup- 
plement to pasture for beef produc- 
tion is extremely rare. Beef-making 
in Argentine at jfresont, therefore, is 
practically a strict pasture proposi- 
tion, ." 

There Is quite an extensive area 
well suited to, and at present partially 
uged for, tho growing of corn, but na 
yet, as probably for some years to 
come, thla product will bo either ex- 
ported, or used for horsd, dairy cow, 
and pig feeding. Only the flint vari- 
eties aro grown generally. If tho 
timo ever comes when slaughterers 
will pay a eufflclently high premium 
for corn-fed beef, It Is believed the 
country can produce ample for this 
purpose. 



beef." "Cutters" are dressed cattle 
that are not sufficiently thIck-fleshed 
nor fat to bo entirely utilized by the 
retailer, but contain certain wholesale 
cuts (lolnu and ribs) which may be so 
used. "Cfinners" are those carcasses 
from which none of the regular whole- 
sale cuts suitable for butcher shop 
use can be obtained, and which, conq.6- 
quently, must bo divided Into smaller 
cuts such aa boneless fresh meats and 
cured beef products, 

Tho clasfles of carcass beef are 
steers, heifers, cows and bulls and 
stags. This classlflcatlon Is baaed not 
merely upon differences In sex, but 
also upon the general uses to which 
they are adapted, as described in con- 
nection with each class. 

"Within the four classes, side beef Is 
graded as prime, choice, good, me- 
dium. common and cannors. In tho 
markets the highest grade Is some- 
times termed "extra choice" or "fancy" 
beef; tho term "fair" is frequently 
used instead of medium, and canner 
sides are often called "cuUa," The 
grade to which a carcass, side or 
quarter belongs depends upon its 
form, thickness, flnlsh, quality, sound- 
ness and weight
